STORY OF REVOLT. 


Conspirators Aimed to Seize Three 


Great Sea Fortresses. 


Helsingfors, Aug. 1 — A gigantic 


military conspiracy aiming at the 
simultaneous 
capture 
of 
Russia's 


three great sea fortresses, Cronstadt, 
Sebastopol 
and Sveaborg, and ar- 


ranged by the revolutionary military 
league, was prematurely Sprung here 
Monday night by an attempt to arrest 
members of a company of sappers 
•who had mutinied on account of the 
death of one of their comrades, al- 
leged to have been due to ill-treat- 
ment. The garrison of fortress at 
Sveaborg flamed instantly into revolt. 
All the artillerymen, and sappers were 
involved. Only four companies of in- 
fantry remained loyal. The muti- 
neers seized 40 machine guns and 
practically all the quick-firers and 
light artillery in the fortress, but 
even with this aid they were unable 
to hold the mam fort against the loyal 
infantry. 
The fighting continued all 


night.* The heaviest firing was heard 
from 10 o'clock in the evening until 
1 in the morning. 


Tuesday morning a detachment of 


civilian revolutionaries, seized the ma- 
rine barracks on Skatudden island, 
hoisted the red flag and were joined 
by all the marines. 
Nine cruisers, 


torpedo boats and destroyers lying in 
the harbor opened fire on the bar- 
racks 
This fire was answered from 


the third-story windows of the bar- 
racks with machine guns and rifles. 
The torpedo boats and destroyers, 
which were lying closer to the shore., 
were subjected to such a hot fire from 
the barracks that their crews -were 
driven below 
decks. They finally 


steamed out and joined in the bom- 
bardment with the cruisers. This sea 
attack was in co operation with at- 
tacks by Cossacks and infantry from 
the lafid side, which began at 9 a. m. 
and 
continued 
through 
the 
day. 


Finally, towards evening, the firing 
cease3,and the authorities announced 
that the barracks hod been captured. 


SITUATION CRITICAL. 


Russian Premier On the Revolt of 


Finnish Garrisons. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 1.—Premier 


Stolypin has received frequent mes- 
sages regarding the mutiny in Fin- 
land. He told a caller that the sit- 
uation is critical to an extreme de- 
gree. Almost the entire fortress is 
in the hands of the insurgents, and 
there are comparatively few loyal 
troops in Helsingfors.

destroyers and torpedo boats partici- 
pated. 


The firing on the islands and from 


ttte fortress has ceased, and in spite 
of the fact that the occupation of the 
entire water front by Cossacks pre- 
rents the obtaining of positive news, 
it is understood at Helsingfors that 
the mutinous artillerymen and sap- 
pers still are holding their positions. 
The outlying islands and the fortress 
appear to be in their possession, and 
they practically have all the machine 
guns, quick-firers and movable artil- 
lery of the fortress. General Laim- 
ing, the pommandant of the fortress, 
is holding the main fort on Comman- 
der island with loyal infantry. A 
general strike was declared in Hel- 
singfors by the Socialist workmen. 
All factories have been closed. 


The military authorities received a 


telegram from Helsingfors from Ma- 
jor General Laiming announcing that 
the 
fortresses and artillery 
had 


opened fire on Commander island. 
The Insurgents seized artillery, all 
the machine guns, and took posses- 
sion of one of the islands. Some of 
the telegraph wires have been cut- 
Major Genera! Laiming added that he 
himself was on Commander island 
•with four companies of the garrison 
and two companies of sharpshooter! 
sent from Helsingfors. Ht: does not 
give the number of casualties. 


Another Mutiny. 


St Petersburg. Aug 1 —When it 


became .known in Deshlagar. in the 
Caucasus, that the louer house of 
parliament had been dissolved, the

011 the scene, but only a few hundred 
could see the execution, although al- 
most the entire fence surrounding 
the scaffold had been torn down by 
the enraged citizens while the trial 
was going on. It was only 50 min- 
utes from the time the jury was 
sworn in until the negro was pro- 
nounced dead 


Mathis arrived here at 6 -40 p. m. 


from Louisville, in charge of Deputy 
Sheriffs Oscar Elmore and John Gal- 
loway and the military company of 
Hopkmsville 
The local military met 


the tram and the negro was marched 
to the courthouse 
Several attempts 


were made to seize the negro and he 
was twice in the possession of tlte*" 
infuriated mob. The soldiers quickly 
sui rounded the negro and a number 
of the members of the Hopkmsville 
company were compelled to draw 
their guns and threaten to use them 
unless the mob fell back 
The negro 


would have met his death by lynch- 
ing, but the cro\vd decided to let the 
law inflict the punishment after it 
proceeded that far. 


Lynched Before Victim. 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 1.— Floyd Carmi- 


chael, a negro, about 22 jears old, 
who was identified bj Miss Anna 
Poole of Lakewood, a suburb -of At- 
lanta, as the man who had assaulted 
npr, was shot m front of the Poole 
residence, in sight of his victim, by 
a posse which had captured him. 
After, he had beea shot there were 
cries of "Burn him!" but the county 
police arnvmg at this time prevented 
such action While returning from a 
visit to a neighbor Miss Poole, who 
is 15 years old, daughter of J. J. I*. 
Poole, was attacked by the negro and 
choked into unconsciousness. When 
the alarm was given a posse quickly 
formed, but it was not until several 
hours later that the negro wa» cap- 
tured and brought into Miss Poole's 
presence. She immediately identified 
him. 
A volley of shots rang out and 


the negro fell dead.

WAGING WAR ON MOTHS

What Is Being Done With Im- 


ported Parasites. 


THOUSANDS FBEBD IN COLONIES 


Agricultural Department l'ropn;jnt- 


Jng: Enemies of. Brown Tall and G}'li- 
»y Pests—No Prencut Hope of Stop- 
ping Spread of Former Motlm From 
New England to Rent of the Coun- 
try, Stir* Dr. I*. O. Howard. 


That there is uo present hope of 


preventing the spread of the browu 
tail moth from New England through- 
out the rest of the United States and 
only a chance of conquering the gypsy 


. moth after years of work in propagat- 


ing and disseminating the parasites 
which feed upon it is the opinion ex- 
pressed by Dr. Leland O. Howard, en- 
tomologist of the agricultural depart- 
ment, who recently returned to Wash'- 
ingtou from au offlc-ial investigation of 
the. ravages of the moth in Massachu- 


FIRST INTERVIEW EVER HAD IN A BALLOON. 


Dr.. Howard traveled last year over 


the greater part of Europe and re- 
peated the trip last spring to engage 
the, assistance of foreign scientists in 
the effort to import into the United 
States thousands of parasites which 
would war upon the gypsy and brown 
tail moths. 
Before going abroad on 


March lo he looked over the'situation 
in.New England, and then spent two 
months organizing his European cor- 
respondents for this summer's cam- 
paign against the pest. 
Regarding 


these efforts and the spread of the 
moths as- just noted by him at Boston, 
he said to the New York Post's 
Washington correspondent: 


During last winter and spring we im- 


ported through these European agents 
180,000 winter nests of brown tail moths 
from all sections of Europe, from Tran- 
sylvania on the southeast to Brittanj 
on the northwest, and from Spain to 
Berlin. We got them from all eleva- 
tions^Jrom the Mediterranean sea level 
to "the top of the Harz mountains, so 
as to meet'all climatic conditions..From 
these we bred 60,000 parasites in the 
special laboratory established at Sau- 
gas. near Boston. They are of several 
different species, and have been found 
capable of attacking the gypsy as well 
as the brown tail moth. About 50,000 
of the parasites have been liberated out 
of doors in colonies, especially chosen 
places being selected for them in woods 
where there is little danger of fire, and 
where no work is being done against 
Insects. 


"As a result, so far we find that the 


parasites placed in the field stuiig the 
brown tail moth caterpillars as they is- 
sued from the wintermests. The para- 
sites have already'undergone one com- 
plete generation in reproduction and 
are now stinging th'e nearly full grown 
caterpillars of the other kind, the gypsy 
moth, and the chrysalids of both spe- 
cies. In the jneantime there have been 
coming o.ver from Erope since May-last 
caterpillars of both species of all stages 
of growth, • but mainly of nearly full 
size. From these we have been breed- 
ing in the laboratory at Saugus a large 
number of parasites'of various species, 
some of which have been liberated out 
of doors, while others, have been colo- 
nized in tents built over trees and 
stocked with caterpillars. 
They all 


seem perfectly at home and breeding 
it going on. This is encouraging, but it 
IB Impossible to predict when they will 
begin to make any visible impression 
on the enormous armies of caterpillars 
which" appear there every spring. 


"What chance is there of preventing 


the spread to other sections?"' 


"It cannot be prevented,'' was the 


reply. "The browii tail moth flies read- 
ily and is carried by the. wind great 
distances. It is now found as far west 
as Worcester, Mass.; some exist in 
Vermont. It reaches a good distance 
into New Hampshire and to a great 
distance up the Maine coast. The gypsy 
moth does not fly, but has been spread, 
in Massachusetts by being carried in 
the caterpillar stage on electric cars 
and automobiles especially. 
It spins 


down from die trees in the caterpillar 
stage and drops on these passing ve- 
hicles. The gypsy moth covers eastern 
Massachusetts 
and 
southern 
Xew 


Hampshire, and is found at Providence. 
R. !„ and Stonington, Conn., in isolated 
groups.

production in submarines auction d off 
the steamship dock at Atlantic High- 
lands, N. J., says the New York Her 
aid. She was built by tbe Lake Tor- 
pedo Boat company, and as she lay 
practically flush with tbe water she at- 
tracted general attention. 


Orders were for the Lake to stop at 


Atlantic City, and it was her failure 
to do so ou account of bad weather 
that caused fears for ber safely. She 
made the ruu from Norfolk, a distance 
of 325 miles, at a speed of more than 
seven knots. It is tbe longest continu- 
ous sea trip ever made by a submarine. 
She is driven by a gasoline engine of 
250 horsepower and has auxiliaries for 
electric lights and other purposes of 
130 additional horsepower. All tlu food 
eaten on board is cooked by electricity 
aud the interior is brilliantly lighted. 


During the long voyage up the coast 


the Lake was unaccompanied by any 
vessel aud ventured into the open sea 
entirely nlone. Captain G. M. Evans i 
reported that although comparatively 
heavy weather was eucouutpred, the 
run was. accomplished without the 
slightest mishap, aud said it undoubt- 
edly marked tbe beginning of an ad- 
vanced era in submarines. 


On board the Lake is a crew of eight 


men all told, who find plenty of room 
for their simple wants within the steel 
pod. which is built to withstand the 
pressure of the sea at a depth of 130 
feet. Even when steaming on tile sur- 


j face ber decks are submerged by tbe 


wash, so that the navigator handles the 
craft from the top of tbe conning tow- 
er; but when she settles beneath the 
surface and begins the duties for which 
she was constructed he steers from 
witbiu the tower, whence, although 
several feet beneath the surface, he is 
enabled to sweep the horizon by means 
of a periscope or omniscope, which 
projects somewhat'beyond the water 
and reflects below what is going on 
above. 


Electricity is the auxiliary motivp 


power of the Lake, but the batteries 
are used only when she is submerged. 
She can carry sufficient gasoline to 
last her on a much longer voyage than 
the one she has just completed. She is 
equipped with three torpedo tubes and 
bas storage capacity for five torpedoes. 
In the bow is a diving chamber whence 
a diver can issue forth into the sea 
when tbe boat is beneath the surface, 
and this will be a valuable? adjunct in 
war time hr cable cutting and the lay- 
ing of mines. 


Wheu diving the Lake does not de- 


scend on an inclined plane, but sinks 
vertically, being thus possessed of the 
power with which the imaginative 
Jules Verne equipped Ihe Nautilus. 
She can be submerged iu a wonderful- 
ly short space of time in spite of her i 
size, for witu a length of eighty-five i 
feet she is the largest suomariue ever j 
built in this country.
